There is a, good 
shell road all the way through

with the river on. one aide and the 
railroad on the other. This land hae 
not been cultivated, as it was covered 
with pine timber and the owners 
'turpentined' it, but there are prange 
groves all around it, planted on the 
same kind of soil. There is a slope 
fuom the part back of the rafTroad 
to the river, so that the savannahs, 
as they call the low places, could be 
drained. It is a pretty tract, and es- 
pecially that along the river, where 
there are live oaks, 
cedars, palms,

At Orniond we crossed on the toll 
bridge. "We got along very nicely go- 
ing up, but coming back the automo- 
bile engine didn't work very 
well, 


and when we met another auto and

the prettiest in town, With large live 
oak trees festooned with

moss standing in the middle of the 
street, and with the road winding in 
and out among them. The mayor of 
the town, Mr. Newell, told me they 
don't like to cut down a tree unless 
there is danger of its falling over."

Relieve that a man could go there 
with a large sum of money and double 
t in, a few years, and I also believe 
that the man with a couple o( 
thousand dollars can go to Florida 
and Jnvest it to good advantage in 
and, Mr the reason that there is a 
constantly increasing demand 
for 


the land on the part of northerners, 
Che reason for the influx of popula- 
tion being due to climatic conditions. 
If w« had the climate here that-they 
have In Florida, land here would be 
worth $1,000 an acre. 


"St. Petersburg 'is a great town 


fcr tourists, and when I left there 
were about 11,000 tourists there. The 
climate 1s such that It is unnecessary 
to burn coal for fuel, and in the ab- 
sence- of factories, the air is free 
from smoke and dust. Hotel rates 
are reasonable; that is to say, a fist- 
tor to St. Petersburg can get good ac- 
commodations from $8 per week up- 
ward. 


"Other Interesting points we visited 


were New Smyrna and St. Augustine
